Three persons

Czechs who had not obeyed the 
German edict, handed down after 
the attack on Heydrich, to appear 
at police headquarters and obtain 
identification cards, They were the 
first to be shot for that “crime.”

CONDITION SERIOUS

2,000 Nazis 
Near Kharkov 


MOSCOW, May 30—(AP)—The 
| Russians announced today that 
| Soviet forces had knocked out 54 

German tanks and killed about 
2,000 Germans in new engage- 
ments still apparently dominated 
by the Izyum-Barvenkova sector 
fighting south of Kharkov. 

The Red army detachment des- 
troyed 27 German tanks and about 
three companies of enemy infantry 
(perhaps 600 men) on a southwest- 
ern front sector, the Soviet inform- 
ation bureau said. The exact site was 
not announced, 

The Soviet information bureau 
announced that both tank and in- 
fantry assaults were again beaten 
oft in the Donets river bend salient 
south of Kharkov, saying frankly 
the Russians were engaged in “de- 
fensive operations.” 

Red army gunners and airmen 
were credited with destroying 13 
German aircraft in two days and 
Red navy forces chalked up the 
sinking of two more Axis vessels in 
the Barents Sea—a 12,000-ton trans- 
port and an 800-ton trawler.

acho to declare war on the Axis. 
The vote was 108 to © and came 
after more than four hours of 
debate in which there was no 
vocal opposition to the measures. 

The chamber immediately pre- 
pared to take up a second bill which 
would empower the president to} 
suspend many constitutional rights, | 
including the freedom of the press. | 

The second bill was designed to| 
give Presid@nt Camacho power to 
combat “espionage and fifth col- 
umnists” in the country. 

The president stated that, in ex- 
ercising the powers requested, he 
would take every precaution to} 
prevent their abuse. 


PRO-NAZI PAPERS 
It was understood the president 


wanted to abolish freedom of the 
press in order to deal directly with 
the numerous Nazi-inspired or pro- 
Nazi newspapers and magazines in 
Mexico. 

The following individual rights 
were left untouched by the presi- 
dent's bill: right of petition, free- 
dom of religion and restrictions on 
trying civilians by military courts.

John Barrymore, 
Renowned Actor, 


Dies On Friday 


HOLLYWOOD, May 30.—(AP) 
—Gay, debonair John Barrymore, 
who lived life to the utmost and 
gave scant heed to the conse- 
quences, is dead. 

The 60-year-old star of the stage, 
screen and radio, whose life was 
spent in the white glare of pub- 
licity, was ale ee 
most alone when } 
the end came 
last night. Only | 
his medical at- 
tendants and his 
brother, Lionel, | 
were with him 
in his white- 
walled hospita’ 
room when John 
crossed the bor-: ; 
der into death 
from. the coma 
in which he had 
lain for hours _=_—=- 

In his last John Barrymore 
days Barrymore re-embraced the 
faith of his birth. His physician, Dr. 
Hugo M. Kersten, said he had been 
given the last sacraments by Rev. 
John O'Donnell, pastor of a little 
Roman’ Catholic church not far 
from Hollywood Presbyterian hos- 
pital where Barrymore died, 


COLLAPSED MAY 19 

Barrymore, who had been fre- 
quently ill in recent years, suffered 
his final collapse May 19. He ap- 
peared at a broadcasting studio for 
rehearsa! that nigh', his face con- 
torted with pain. He came from his 
dressing room when the rehearsal 
was about to start, then staggered 
backward, tears of pain starting 
from his eyes. 

To Rudy Vallee, who rushed to 
his aid, Barrymore said: 

“I guess this is one time I miss 
my cue.” 

At the hospital he made a brave 
fight, but years of the gay life of 

which he often spoke jokingly on 
his radio programs, had taken 
their toll, and at no time did his 
condition give his physician cause 
for encouragement. 

Barrymore once told a friend that 
every second of his life was an in- 
teresting experience, and his antics, 
on stage and off, bore him out. He 
was married four times, made for- 
tunes &nd spent them. had a national 
reputation as a wit, and was regard- 
ed as one of the most competent 
actors of his time. 


DAUGHTER ABSENT 
Barrymore's daughter, Diana, had 
returned to the hospital a few min- 
utes before his death, but was not 
in her father’s room at the end. 
She had visited the hospital sev- 
eral times previously Friday, as had 
several of the actor's close friends, 
and sheafs of letters and telegrams 
were received from other relatives 
and friends over the nation. 
Barrymore had confined his activi- 
ties lately to the radio where he 
was the butt of comedy on Rudy 
Vallee’s program. He got a big share 
of the laughs but veteran theatre- 
goers who had seen him in his 
prime, dominant as the greatest 
Shakespearean actor of his day, 
winced at his burlesque of former

Erwin Rommel, commanding the 
German Afrika Korps, started his 
drive, the communique said. 

The fighting over a 2,500 square 
mile area of desert, extending 
from Bir Hacheim to the coast, 
continued to be furious and con- 
fused, 

There were many small clashea 
between tank forces as the Germans 
vainly sought a weak spot for a 
drive in force. 

The communique admitted that 
the Germans had made a tank foray 
to the coastal road extending be- 
tween Tobruk and E! Gazala, to the 
west, But they retired, it added, and 
from positions inland shelled the 
road intermittently, evidently trying 
to harass communications, 

German tanks also attacked the 
extreme right flank of the British 
forces along the coast, the commu 
nique said, but it was indicated that 
the attack was a weak one and was 
soon dispersed.

met him in Vienna’s Cafe Louvre, 
where he had made his head- 
Quarters and where he had spent 
most of his waking hours for 20 
years. 
PET INANITIES 

This reporter, who has known 


him gince 1929, heard him broad- 


cast twice from Berlin this week. 
There was no mistaking the voice, 
the mannerisms, the slight South 
Carolina accent. It was Bob Best, 
and he was shouting Goebbels’ pet 
inanities into the Berlin micro- 
phone. 

Why did he do it? Most men turn 
traitors for money. Best never had 
much, but he didn’t care for money 
Nazi money didn’t turn his head 
Something else did. It showed very 
plainly in his first two broadcasts. 
Like Lord 
smitten with the bug of anti-semi 
tism. All else—Hitler’s rape of 
Europe. his blood lust, his suppress- 
ion of civilization—was forgotten. 
Hatred of Jews became his one pass- 
ion. Hitler become his man, 

Those who knew Best would no 
doubt argue that a romantic at- 
tachment had something to do with 
his staying on in Nazj Germany, 
but such mattess are of no concern 
to this column. There was, however 
another reason for his decision to 
Stay. 

STAYED TOO LONG 

Best, like a very few other Am- 
erican foreign correspondents, stay: 
ed too Jong in Europe. He arrived in 
Vienna in 1923 or 1924, travelling 
on a year's fellowship from the Col- 
umbia School of Journalism. He 
got no further than Vienna and has 
remained there. mostly glued to the 
corner table in the Cafe Louvre, 
ever since. Vienna was far, from 
South Carolina and it was a pleasant 
town and unless you came home 
sometimes you began to go Europ- 
ean. Best never came home, even for 
a brief vacation. 

Judging from his early broadcasts, 
he will cut a small figure in Goeb- 
bels’ propaganda campaign to soften 
up Americans. He has nothing to 
say except to repeat the Nazi line 
about the Jews, and he says that 
badly. Apparently Goebbels has told 
him that he has an American audi- 
ence of several millions and it was 
a little pitiful in his broadcasts this 
past week to hear him getting ex- 
cited about this false prospect. This 
is given merely for the edification 
of the thousands who knew him o1 
who have read his dispatches, ard 
also because it seemed to be one of 
the little tragedies of the psycho- 
logical part of this war-worth 
noting. 

ON DEFENSIVE 

There were two interesting trends 
in Axis propaganda during the Past 
week, One was that almost for the 
fir'st time in this war, a large num- 
ber of enemy broadcasts were on 
the defensive. That they were 
taken up with denying and attempt- 


is, 


ing to discredit the broadcasts of 
the United Nations. This was an 
encouraging sign and served as a 


reminder that late as we are in this 
business of political and psycho- 
logical warfare, we are beginning 
lo engage the enemy, 

Goering himself admitted it the 
other day, He appeaied to the Ger. 
man people not to listen to enemy 
propaganda, This in itself was an 
interesting admission, since Goer- 
ing’s government has clamped down 
the death penalty on those caught 
listening to foreign broadcasts. Ob- 
viously, even the threat of death is 
not enough, and Goering was fore- 
ed to resort to persuasion. “Don't 
always believe what you're told,” 
he begged. 


all enemy propaganda. It consists 
of nothing but lies.” 
But a considerable number of 


German people, as this correspond- 
ent learned from personal experi- 
ence, will continue to listen to for- 
eign broadcasts as long as they 
think it is telling them even part of 
the truth. This past week the Ger- 
man radio has been busy trying to 
convince not only its own people 
but those in the neutral lands, es- 
pecially in South America, that the 
Allies are not telling the truth, but 
only the Axis. On Monday, for ex- 
ample, Berlin complained: “The 
British and Americans continue 
their propaganda to cheat the peo- 
ple."

A Great Canadian 


Elsewhere, from a United States maga- 
zine, is reproduced an article by one of 
the Dominion’s foremost writers on Can- 
ada’s “grand old man,” Dr. J. W. Dafoe of 
the Winnipeg Free Press—one might al- 
most say, who is the Winnipeg Free Press. 
In the West the name of the dean of Cana- 
dian journalism has long been a household 
word. But it is known, and well known, 
now throughout the length and breadth of 
the Dominion; and in high circles in Wash- 
ington, London, Paris—and Berlin. 

Every young Canadian, particularly 
every boy who feels that he was born in 
hard circumstances and has no opportun- 
ity in life, should read the story of this 
great Canadian. What he has accomplish- 
ed by sheer industry, in spite of just such 
handicaps, must fire the ambition of any 
youth who has in him the latent spark. 
Perhaps the greatest of Dafoe’s contribu- 
tions to his time and his country has not 
been even his splendid writing, but his 
equally splendid example of virile Cana- 
dianism. 


The Building Campaign 


The list of permits for the building of 
new houses in Edmonton is now near the 
300 mark. As the total for last year was 
something more than 500, this is continued 
assurance that last year’s record will be 
equalled or surpassed before the present 
season ends, 

There is no sign of slackening in the 
demand for living quarters, and even the 
present pace of construction is making no 
great headway toward overtaking the 
housing arrears, As the city is growing in 
population at the rate of 1500 or more per 
year, the new accommodation in point of 
fact does little more than take care of the 
current increase. 

It is notable that the average value of 
the houses now building is higher than the 
average of former years. If building costs 
have gone up, this has not checked the 
activity. However the financing is being 
done in the absence of loan company opera- 
tions, neither is this lack preventing con- 
struction; though if company loans were 
available the building campaign would no 
doubt be far more energetic. 


Maybe It Is True 


According to Istanbul reports, Herr 
Hitler has put his food controller, his 
former commander-in-chief, and a dozen 
or so other party and military headmen in 
jail. This is so much like what should 
happen to the whole gang that the reports 
may be doubted. Berlin has been flooding 
the under- ground news channels for 
months with stories of multiplying troubles 
which were allegedly gumming up the Nazi 
machinery, hampering the war effort, and 
threatening to cause a breakdown. This 
may be only another in the series plainly 
intended to befool the Allies into expect- 
ing early and easy victory through a spon- 
taneous explosion in the Reich. 

The time to expect that will be when it 
happens, and at present the outward signs 
of internal crisis are not apparent. The 
furious onslaught upon the Russians and 
the new drive in Libya do not indicate 
dangerously divided counsels at the enemy 
Nap aiatters, Even these reports from 
the Turkish capital imply that the Fuehrer 
can still jail whoever displeases him. 

In due time there will be a blow-up in 
Germany. But not until Germans generally 
are convinced that they are headed for 
irretrievable defeat and are being killed 
and bankrupted to no purpose. The job of 
the Allies is to force that conviction into 
the unwilling Nazi mind. 


Libya Again 


It is safe guessing that General 
Rommel! did not start a desert offensive 
just at the beginning of hot weather with- 
out knowing why he was doing it. What- 
ever his purpose may be, there must be 
one, and a highly important one. It may 
be the capture of Tobruk, or the diversion 
of Allied strength and munitions to that 
front. That he hopes to invade Egypt 
with a force of 135,000 men is not prob- 
able, remembering what happened to 
Graziani’s adventure with three times as 
many. 

The Libyan move was timed to coincide 
with the drive against the Russians south 
of Kharkov, and may be preliminary to 
major operations planned for the future. 
Tobruk is said*to be vital as a base for an 
all-out offensive against Egypt, and the 
capture of the bitterly contested port is 
perhaps the main object of the present 
manoeuvre. Its loss would be a blow to 
British prestige after the magnificent 
stand made there by the Australians, be- 
sides the military’ results of losing so 
valuable an advance post. 

That the fighting will continue as 
furious as it has begun is to be supposed. 
The more furious the better, from the 
Allied standpoint. Libya is an excellent 
place in which to destroy Axis forces and 
equipment. Transport and geographic 
conditions impose limits upon the numbers 
of enemy men and machines which can be 
got there and supported, while the defend- 
ing forces can be fed reinforcements and 
Supplies by the Red Sea route. 

So far as Libya itself is concerned,

Why Wait? 


The Federation of Mayors and Muni- 
cipalities at Ottawa adopted a resolution 
asking the Dominion Government to in- 
crease old age pensions ‘‘at least’ 25 per 
cent, and reduce the age limit from 70 
years to 65. 

Municipal councils are in good position 
to know whether the present pensions are 
sufficient to provide a reasonable standard 
of living for the aged pensioners, or were 
sufficient even before the war caused com- 
modity prices to move upward. They are 
equally well placed to know what chance, 
the country over, men or women who have 
passed the 65 year mark have to get em- 
ployment. 

On both points the members of parlia- 
ment should be willing to take the judg- 
ment of the municipal authorities, for 
these are closely in touch with the facts. 
Since the conference included representa; 
tives from all part: of the country, the de- 
claration that pensions should be increas- 
ed and the age-limit lowered is next thing 
to a nation-wide verdict rendered at a 
plebiscite. 

Parliament need have no doubt that 
what the conference has asked for the pub- 
lic would approve. If the pension system 
is not amended without delay in these re- 
spects that will be a singular instance of 
parliamentary indifference to a clearly 
expressed popular cognate

And for that he waits 
patiently, 

In his littered office at the Win- 
nipeg Free Press, the editor’s vast 
body sprawls in his chair ‘and over- 
flows it, his furrowed eyelids shut 
as he speaks, his mane of sandy-gray 
hair tumbles wildly down about his 
face, and he looks like a tired old} 
lion—tired but still ready to spring. 
He has become a kind of universal 
sage in Canada, genial usually, but 
at times flaming like a prophet out 
of the Old Testament.

But in 
fact it was all one fight—for the 
survival of the individual man, 
CONVERSION OF A TORY 

The Dafoe family (pronounced 
Day-foe; the Dionnes’ doctor is a 
cousin) moved to Ontario from the 
States after the Revolution, They 
were Tories, United Empire Loyal- 
ists who, though Dutch extrac- 
tion, would remain British even if it 
meant starvation in the wilderness. 
The family worked its way north- 
ward into the barren Cumbermere 
Valley, up the Ottawa River from 
tne shambling sawmill settlement 
that was to become Ottawa 


In such cold shanties, in the 
labor of the summer soil and the 
deep winter snow, Dafoe was 
brought up t be another bush 
farmer, At fourteen he had fin- 
ished his rough schooling and, be- 
ing the only learned person with- 
in miles, was hired as a school- 
teacher for the younger children, 
At a settlement called Bully's 
Aore, he got his second job of 
scheolteaching at a salary of $15 
a month and board ad $1. The

Dafoe plunged into political jour- 
nalism at its greatest period and has 
never emerged. When Sir Clifford 
Sifton, right-hand man of the Lib- 
Prime Minister, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, bought the Winnipeg Free 
Press in 1901, Dafoe was made ed- 
itor, He is today editor and presi- 
dent of Canada’s powerful 
newspaper, 

When he went to Winnipeg, it was 
a huddle of habitations on the mud 
of the prairies. Its modern body is 
built around the wheat industry. Its 
mind built around Dafoe. He 
might be a celebrity in other places; 
he might address American univer- 
sities and lecture to professors at 
Oxford; but in Winnipeg to this day 
he remains as homely a sight as the

BIZARRE IDEA OF TRADE 


Dafoe's thinking should be view- 
ed in three stages, as it developed 
Over a long period, He started to 
think in terms of classic liberalism 
and the first half of his life was a 
fight against tariffs. The tight was 
lost everywhere, of course; but that, 
he says, did not disprove the valid- 
ity of liberalism, which had never 
been tried. Nor has capitalism been 
tried—only a monstrous caricature 
of jt, ruined by protection, mono- 
poly, and the drying-up of competi- 
tion, usually at the behest of the 
suicidal capitalist, 

If the world is to be saved, he 
thinks, it must return to liberal 
principles of trade as rapidly as may 
be, even though it takes a long time; 
and he is a little amused now to 
find everywhere politicians advocat- 
ing trade, after strangling it most of 
their lives and calling men like him- 
self impractica] dreamers. 

The old man had been talking to 
me with his eyes closed tight. He 
opened them suddenly to say: 
“Don't be afraid to mention Adam 
Smith and the golden names. Trade 
is still the great solvent, and the 
first job of salvage in the world is 
to get trade moving again. Other 
solutions will follow. If nations can 
Set goods by trade, and be sure of 
getting them for, say, twenty-five 
years, government monopolies simp- 
ly won't be able to compete with 
private initiative. But,’ he added 
wearlly, “after what's happened, the 
return of trade is just a matter of 
hope and faith with me now.” 


PROFOUND PARADOX 


What worries him at the moment 
is the profound paradox presented 
by Presideat Roosevelt, another lib- 
eral, He had been poring over the 
Roosevelt state papers for a fort- 
night to write a single editorial, and 
he observed that the President was 
heading into an inevitable conflict 
between national self-containment, 
which is the essence of the New 
Deal, and the ideal of world trade, 
which Mr. Rosevelt has tried to em- 
brace at the same time. 

How to square the vast internal 
mechanisms and autarchical fea- 
tures of the New Deal, which seeks 
to protect its economic projects 
from all kinds of competition, with 
the Atlantic Charter, with competi- 
tion everywhere, with a_ sound 
world-wide division of labor? The 
issue, Dafoe said, must be faced as 
soon as the war ends. [f the US 
“reverts to the Smoot-Hawley era. it 
might as well prepare to let ifs boys 
die in another world war twenty 


rumbles with a deep inward laugh- 
ter, His staff frankly worship him 
as something between a god and a 
priceless, unique specimen of a 
vanishing era that must be shelter- 
ed from all forms of annoyance, He 
never bothers his colleagues and has 
hardly been known to utter a Syl- 
lable of praise, To those around 
him it is reward enough to have 
their stuff published on his page 
under their own initials, while 
Dafoe himself never uses a by-line. 
Few men have ever come into his 


presence without feeling that they 
have witnessed authentic human 
Sreatness. 


years hence. The only hope is to 
stand by the new Declaration of 
Intentions, to agree that any policy 
in conflict is automatically out.” 

“The hurdle I can't get over,” 
he went on. rumpling his hair, “is 
how any alliance of free nations, 
committed in the domestic field to 
the proposition that the govern- 
ment must run everything, can 
make international trade work, 
And I'm sure of this—if the state 
controls everything everywhere, 
you may count on war every 
couple of decades, Governments 
will always fight more quickly 
than individuals.” 

Dafoe has been called a reaction- 
ary by modern liberals but he would 
give the state-greatly enlarged func- 
tions, so long as it kept to them, He 
would lef it control such natural 
monopolies as electricity, forests, 
coal, transportation, allowing them 
to be used on a basis of equality for 
all. The key to the whole problem 
is to define the boundary where the 
state ends and the individual begins 

Actually he has been drawing the 
line in his mind for half a century 
He started to draw it in his long 
fight against high Canadian tariffs 
under the leadershp of his intimate 
friend. Sir Wilfrid Laurier. For a 
time the fight seemed to be succee@- 
ing. By 1911 Laurier had signed a 
reciprocity treaty with the U.S. 
Sifton, owner of the Free Press and 
formerly Laurier’s chief lieutenant, 
opposed the treaty with all his 
power. But Dafoe stood firm and 
Sifton would not ask such a man 
to compromise with his conscience 
Whereupon Canada beheld the 
unique spectacle of the publisher 
fighting his own newspaper from the 
platform in a major national crisis 
The publisher won, the paper lost.

The 
secret of his work as an editor is 
a lumbering, tireless industry; a 
photographic memory; a lust for 
information; an explorer's delight 
tin the pursuit of the inside story, 
the forgotten fact; and a genius 
for patient, persistent argument. 
His young men can get the surface 
news and write it, keeping him 
constantly informed of everything 
they discover by innumerable 
secret memorandums, He has al- 
Ways sought the meaning of the 
news in the background of his- 
tory.

To Dafoe it was the dawn of eco- 
nomic lunacy: the refusal to let 
trade move by its natural channels, 
the deliberate impoverishment of 
two neighboring countries, was a 
fatal turning point in America’s his- 
tory. Doggedly he fought on against 
the tariff dam, but it was rather 
like tilting at windmills. His rule 
was: Never write till you're ready.” 
To make himself ready, for a quar- 
iter of a century he spent every 
| night but Saturday at his office, 
| digesting facts and figures, collect- 
| ing documents, consulting bluebooks 
ara obscure publications. He has a 
sly habit of stecling all the other 
editors’' files and references from 
under their noses and hiding them 
forever in the dark cavern of his 
own filing system. Out of these soli- 
tary nights come his “leaders,” those 
long, closely argued editorial: that 
were soon established as «+ primary 
force in Canadian politics. They 
were written slowly, with a blunt 
penvil, in a faintly antique style, 
always lean, hard, and unadorned, 
progressing with the effect of a 
steam roller. Dafoe was now on the 
inside of politics and he loved the 
clash of ideas. He gave advice, made 
mysterious trips to Ottawa, but was 
never tempted by any offers of pub- 
lic office.

}the U.S. tariff in the twenties and 
the British Empire trade treaties in 
the thirties, which were cause and 
affect. In 1932, Dafoe gave his con- 
sidered verdict on the elcipse of 


liberalism and drew more definitely 
his proposed line between the state 
and the individual. Huge, stark, and 
rumpled, he stood before the civil 
servants of Ottawa to warn them 
that there must be a decision be- 
tween “going ahead with our pres- 
ent theory that the state should be 
a universal provider and omnicom- 
petent economic chore boy,” and a 
redefinition of the government's 
functions, 

If the decision were for the first 

alternative, then “inevitably in a 
pursuit of the ever-changing 
mirage of universal prosperity the 
government will have to take over 
progressively the sources of 
wealth and the methods of its 
production, in the hope that it 
will thus be able to get revenues 
not otherwise obtainable.” With 
every state failure to satisfy every- 
One's demands there would be an 
increasing assumption of state 
power, “and we shall pass from 
One experimental state to another, 
with communism at the end of 
the road... At some point along 
the road we shall lose our indivi- 
dual freedom and with it the very 
rudimentary system of democratic 
government which we have fash- 
ioned.” And in a bitter prophecy 
he added: 
“A tyranny of doctrinaires or of 
the creed of an economic religion 
will be inseparable from the new 
dispensation, When this felicity is 
attained it will be possible to say 
that the human race, after ages of 
travail, has at last achieved a digni- 
ty Of life and a conception of gov- 
ernment that puts them on a level 
with the bees and the ants.” 

This was in 1932, when Hoover 
was still president;; when the New 
Deal was yet unborn, perhaps un- 
conceived; when Canada was under 
a “business” government; when the 
US. hoped it was heading back to 
the “normalcy” of 1929. 

“The heart of my argument,” 
Dafoe said, “is that there is, within 
bounds set by the state in protec 
tion of the rights of society and the 
individual, an ample field for the 
legitimate and useful operation of 
private business for purpose of gain 
and for the furthering of personal 
ambitions...’ His redefinition of 
State functions would not lessen the 
state's powers but would change 
them. “The modern state is so busy 
trying to do things which are be- 
yond its power that it passes by 
duties inseparable from public well- 


being, which it alone can dis- 
charge.” 
No one paid any attention to 


Dafoe’s speech in 1932, when pros- 
perity was just around the corner, 
Later, in 1940, he was to draw his 
line carefully in the monumental 
report of a royal commission that 
examined the constitutional setup of 
Canada. It is too long a report to 
be discussed here, and Dafoe was 
only one member of the commis- 
sion but it does show him anxious 
for the state to assume much wider 


functions in the field of public 
welfare, health, pensions. public 
works, and the like, provided it 


keeps within well-understood 
boundaries, 
THE KNELL OF EMPIRE 

As we talked, Cripps was in 
India, Australia was beleaguered, 
Canada’s economy was being 
meshed with that of the U.S, 
Washington was becoming the cap- 
ital of the United Nations, The 
record shows that Dafoe specific- 
ally expected each of these things 
and advocated a solution for them 
—the second stage of his thinking. 
Now, as one who had foreseen all 
this, he could say; “The British 
Empire cannot exist, except within 
the framework of a worldwide col- 
lective-security system. If we'd 
attempted create a centralized 
empire, and done our damndest 
to make ourselves secure, without 
an alliance with the U.S, and then 
Germany and its friends had struck, 
What would have happened to that 
Empire? Events in the Far East 
answer that plainly enough. Bri- 
tain saved the world by the stark 
courage of its people, but the war 
could not be won, nor the next 
peace, within the limitations of a 
centralized empire That old- 
fashioned conception has gone. The 
British nations must be free and 
equal,” 
* The elements of self-government 
must be extended as rapidly as 
possible even into the dependencies 
of the British Empire, he said, and 
until then they must be controlled 
by some international body, or by 
Great Britain as part of a world 
system. “This can be done by a 


to 


league of nations, but not by a fed- 
eral union, which would become a 


new empire, dominated by a few 
powerful nations.” Such views 
were almost treason when Dafoe 
started to advocate them. He likes 
fo think their advocacy, beginning 
in the twenties, was the great work 
of his life. Certainly it bore the 
quickest fruit and the full harvest 
is now in sight. 

In 1917 he broke with his be- 
loved leader, Laurier, to support 
the creation of a coalition gov- 
ernment and establish wartime 
conscription, under the Conserv- 
ative leader, Sir Robert Borden, 
And though Dafoe had long op- 
posed his prewar policies, 
Borden took him to the Peace 
Conference at Paris. There he 
was Borden's sole contact with 
the Canadian press and, writing 
the official dispatches for the 
Prime Minister, he saw the Em- 
pire from the inside. It did not 
satisfy him. Borden struggled 
manfully for Canada's nation- 
hood and got it into the League 
of Nations, but the fight for 
autonomy was far from won, 
After the signing of the Peace 

Treaty the Free Press began to de- 
mand that Canada’s status as an 
independent nation be imple- 
mented fully by statute, so that the 
world and the British people would 
understand it. Then came the sud- 
den incident that was to force a 
test of the Empire's basic organ- 
ization. 

In 1922, Dafoe was at his sum- 
mer cottage outside Winnipeg 
when he heard. that the British 
government had asked Canada if 
it would participate in a war 
against Turkey. He boarded the 
first train to town, writing as he 
trode. To him this Chanak affair, 


‘Britain's request, Canada’s refusal 


to enter a British war auto- 
matically, Premier King’s reply 
that he would consult parliament, 
represented one of the great turn- 
ing points in the history of the 
Empire. A new kind of Empire 
was being born despite every 
effort in London to stop it. 


WENT TO LONDON 

Britain, following Canada’s an- 
swer, decided not to fight Turkey. 
The next year Dafoe went with 
the new Liberal Prime Minister, 
young Mackenzie King, to the Im- 
perial Conference in London 
There he discovered to his amaze- 
ment that the British government, 
despite the rebuff of Chanak, was 
still trying to revive Joe Chamber- 
lain’s dream of a centralized Em- 
pire. The previous Imperial Con- 
ference of 1921, all unknown to the 
British peoples, had virtually 
agreed—with Canada as a consent- 
ing party—to such a scheme, of 
which most Canadians have not 
heard even to this day. Now, in 
1923, Churchill was calling the 
meeting of Empire governments an 
“Imperial Cabinet,” and the Times 
hailed its “executive authority” in 
the Empire. Chanak, it now de- 
veloped, had been a tryout of the 
new system, by which London 
would act for the Empire in large 
foreign affairs. Mackenzie King 
had spiked that project by demur- 
ring at war with Turkey, but he 
now found British ministers still 
assuming that Empire foreign 
policy would be concentrated in 
Whitehall. This time King spiked 
it for good; and someday, when the 
story can be told, it will be seen 
that the present British Common- 
wealth of equal nations really be- 
gan then, In fact, just before the 
1923 conference in London, King 
had made sure that the job would 
stick by hastily signing the Halibut 
Treay with the U.S. (to protect the 
fisheries of the Pacific) without 
going through London, 

Still Dafoe was not satisfied. He 
wanted the bond of Canada's ab- 
solute equality signed, sealed, and 
delivered. But how to work out 
the status of an independent nation 
still ruled by a King in London? 
How could the King be advised by 
different cobinets in different 
corners of the earth, perhaps in 
disagreement? How to create in 
law an empire that was not one? 


BAFFLING QUESTION 

Dafoe had long struggled pri- 
vately with this baffling question 
of constitution before the time was 
ripe to argue it publicly. In 1920, 
he had written Borden his con- 
sidered view that “the only pos- 
sible status for Canada, in. my 
judgment, is that of complete 
nationhood on the basis of equality 
with Great Britain. Our relatiou 
to the King then would be identical 
with the relation of Great Britain 
to the King; our relations to one 
another would be identical. The 
executive government in Canada 
would be vested in the King, ad- 
vised by his Canadian ministers.” 
By 1923, he felt sure enough to 
come out for such a scheme edi- 


torially. The struggle was now in 
the open. It ended in 4931 in the 
Statute of Westminster, and the 


Statute of Westminster is precisely 
the formula advocated by Dafoe, 
an evolution that converted the 
Empire into a Commonwealth of 
equal nations. 

It will never be possible to gauge 
Dafoe’s influence in this process, 
but it is clear that Canada largely 
compelled the change, for the other 
Dominions were not seriously de- 
manding it. In Canada, Dafoe was 
the first influential public advocate 
of equal status. Smaller men had 
long muttered about it, but he 
made a crusade of it. 

Even the legal guarantee was 
not enough. The idea must be 
hammered home, Dafoe went to 
England to make speeches and 
say: “The characteristics of Can- 
ada are our own affair.” ... 
“Canada is as distinct and defi- 
nite a nation as any in the 
world!” ... Canada Was not “a 
sort of jelly that can be squeezed 
into any desired form.” .,. . It 
was pathetic to see Englishmen 
rushing out to Canada to save it 
from the Americans and imagin- 
ing that the two olfer nations 
muat fight a duel for the soul of 
the younger. To Americans like- 
wise, in a course of lectures at 
Columbia University, Dafoe 
proved that Canada was a North 
American nation, like its neigh- 
bors, founded by men who had 
been in the New World before 
the Revolution, and had become 
the laboratory in which the 
modern British Commonwealth 
was developed. 

By 1933, making the older im- 
perialists of Canada writhe with 


anger, he was saying in the Free 
Press: “The citizens of the Com. 
monwealth should clear their 
minds of all the theoretical lumber 
about the elaboration of military 
and naval services for the further- 
ance of imperial interests, the wag- 
ing of Empire wars, and the par- 
ticipation in these wars of all Brit- 
ish nations, Thinking and feeling 
of this kind belong to a day that 
it past.” To some Canadians, this 
was practically sedition. And in a 
speech at Sydney he warned Aus- 
4ralians that they had better get 
ready to defend themselves be. 
cause Britain would be unable to 
do it. 

His predictions have come true, 
the struggle for a Commonwealth 
of equal nations has succeeded, 
But where does the Commonwealth 
go from here? This question long 
ago forced Dafoe into the third 
stage of his thinking. His demand 
for a free Canada led him in-! 
evitably to the League of Nations 
HE SAW THE BRAT BORN 

Long ago he wrote it thus: “What 
the statesmen (of the British 
nations) with incredible blindness 
would not see was that the con- 
ception of the Commonwealth as a 
brotherhood of kindred nations, 
co-operating in peaceful measures 
for their mutual advantage, was 
only possible in a world obedient 
to the principle embodied in the 
Covenant of the League and in the! 
Pact of Paris.” 

Also: “The differences on for- 
eign policy from one dominion to | 
another, and between Britain and 
the Dominions, must be accepted 
as facts; and whatever disruption 
results from this can be harmon- 
ized inside the framework of a 
strong and effective League of 
Nations, although without that 
framework the difficulties might 
perhaps become insuperable.” 

The British nations, in plain 
terms, would fight in League wars 
for the general peace and welfare 
of the world, since they were all 
concerned in that, but might re- 
fuse to fight in Empire wars. “In 
a Leagueless world, the British 
Commonwealth would be subject 
to strains of unpredictable violence 

. . The conception of a British 
peace maintained by the pooled 
power of the British nations would 
not be realized... , Difficulties 
practically irreconcilable about 
Empire relations would emerge.” 


PROTECT HERSELF 


All this was years before the 
present war. And further: “Great 
Britain is a European power by 
geography and by interest; she | 
would have to protect herself not 
only at home but with respect to 
her colonial interests in every part 
of the world, by joining whatever 
European alliance would offer the | 
best guarantee of security. This 
would be a security not of peace | 
but one based on the hope of pre- 
dominance of power in the wars 
that would inevitably ensue. Great | 
Britain could not carry the Domin- 
ions—at any rate, not all of them— 
into any such alliance. It is indeed 
probable that, in facing the real- 


ities of an anarchic world, she 
would find that she could not 
afford to have her freedom of 


action as a European power limited 
by the timidities and resistances of 
the Dominions.” 

Thus, step by step, out of the 
Canadian tariff problem, out of the 
problem of. Canadian freedom, 
Dafoe had reaghed his ultimate) 
thought in the League. He believed 
in it from the day he heard Wood- 
row Wilson read the first draft of 
the Covenant in Paris—“I saw the 
brat born and I'll stick to it so long 
life in its 


as it has a breath of 
body.” 
Today, unshaken by the 


League’s eclipse, he sees every- 
thing to confirm Wilson's dream. 
He was tilting back in his chair 
now, his eyes closed. “I can't 
help but think,” he said (his con- 
versation is always less aggres- 
sive than his editorials), “that the 
League is the only practical plan 
after this war. Federation? If 
it took the American colonies six 
years to federate, how long 
would it take all the democratic 
countries of the world? It’s not 
practical, Clarence Streit falls 
down in the middle of it anyway. 
For instance, he excludes India 
bécause it would control the 
Union through its numbers. You 
can't just count heads. There 
are limits to the majority theory 
also, 

“No, I don’t see anything for it 
except that the United Nations will 
have to build a league of their 
own. We must face the fact that 
there are two worlds, the world 
of goodwill and the other. They 
tell me you mustn't divide the 
world—hell, it’s divided itself 
already. Look at it. The League 
proved that fact anyway. And if 
Germany, Japan, and Italy are de- 
feated I don't think they're fit to) 
associate with the decent powers 
for a while. The victorious nations 
must create a league, and the en- 
trance fee for the others should be 
proof of a change of heart.” 

For a league, a world system, 
Dafoe has been fighting since the 
day he left the Peace Conference 
in March, 1919, utterly disgusted 
He came home to Winnipeg to tell 
his fellow townsmen that the Con- 
ference was making a mess of Ger- 
man reparations, making its great 
mistake in refusing to take a 
chance on German liberalism, and 
piling up more trouble for the fu- 
ture. But the League could undo 
these mistakes, and only the | 
League. The rest of his life, his 
time, his domestic comfort were 
all devoted to warning a stubborn 
nation, which would not listen, 
that the alternative to the League 
Was a4 second and greater war 
WITNESSED A SUICIDE 

Dafoe watched the U.S. reject the 
League (as he believes, through 
monstrous political trickery) but 
for a time he still thought there 
was a chance. When the Japanese 
went into Manchuria, he knew this 
was the League's test. When the 
League failed, when Britain would 
not move while it had the chance | 
of American co-operation, he knew 
that the dream was damaged, per- 
haps fatally, But he clung to it 
still, hoping for another chance, It 
came in the Italian campaign 
against Ethiopia in 1935. 

Winnipeg was a long way from 
Addis Ababa, and few Canadians 
could imagine that they would

soon be involved in the fate of a| for 


few Africans. But to Dafoe it was 
the world's last chance and he 
threw all the experienee of his 
life, all the ingenuity of his pen 
into the fight for a League policy 
against Italy. For a moment, as 
he watched the teletypes, the old 
editor thought the corner was 
turned. Sanctions were imposed 
against Italy. Then the Canadian 
delegate at Geneva moved to im- 
pose the final sanctions on oil, coal, 
and iron, which would have stop- 
ped Italy or provoked a League 
war. King, at Ottawa, terrified to 


find that the League implied real | 
his! 


responsibilities, repudiated 
representative, who had not con- 
sulted him. King had gone as far 
as Dafoe in Canadian independ. 
ence but, with a shudder, had re- 
fused to face the final logic of his 
position, Sanctions were not im- 
The League collapsed. 

To Dafoe, Canada’s notable 
part in this inglorious retreat 
was the bitterest draught of all: 
The League, he wrote, “with as- 
surances of the most distin- 
guished consideration, was 
ushered into the darkness by Mr. 
Mackenzie King.” Since then the 
relations between the leader of 
the Liberal party and its elder 
oracle have been correct, but 
they are said to lack their old 
warmth. “An Appeaser .of Ap- 
peaserville,” Dafoe has been 
known to call King as well as 
Chamberlain, But he has always 
admitted King's political genius 
and great achievements, and in 
general the Free Press has sup- 
ported the government, with in- 
creasing factual criticism be- 
tween elections, Like the Cana- 
dian people, Dafoe saw no al- 
ternative. 

After Ethiopia there was nothing 
left for Dafoe to do but warn the 
democracies to prepare for war. 
The editorial page of the Free 
Press entered an era of dread and 


monotonous prophecy, a_ lonely 
Canadian Cassandra among the 
newspapers of America. While 


King went to Geneva to say that 
the League must become a body 
of conciliation instead of force, 
Dafoe thundered back from Win- 
nipeg that it was the failure to use 
force that had doomed the world. 
could wear sackcloth and 
ashes and fill the prairie air with 
lamentations; the ‘world looked 
safe enough to King and other 
democratic statesmen, Things were 
going all right, the depression was 


lifting, and there was to be a joy- | 


ous Coronation in London. 
King went to London in a| 
Windsor uniform and made 


speeches of confidence, cheer, and 
loyalty, which is precisely what the 
Canadian‘ people wanted, and they 
have no reason to complain now 
Dafoe stayed in Winnipeg and en- 
tered,his caveut for the record, He 
further declared that Canada’s fail- 
ure to support the League in 1935 
was the determining factor in “the 
policy of no policy.” 
NO FIT GUEST 

He was no fit guest for a Corona- 
tion certainly—a quarrelsome 
dangerous old man in the far-off 
prairies, insular and prejudiced, 
quite unable to judge events in the 
outside world. Soon he was 
hardly respectable at all in 
best circles, with his blatherings 
about the League, his continual 


prophecies of doom. Canada paid | 


no attention to him. King enjoyed 
a reassuring interview with Hitler 
and *was confident that everything 
would work out nicely. Loyal sub- 
scribers began to cancel subscrip- 
tions to the Free Press, 

Dafoe did not confine himself to 
generalities. To the loyal Empire 
Club of Toronto he declared in 1935 
that the world was in greater 
danger than ever before in history, 
but Toronto was doing all right. 
Japan, he said specifically, would 
conquer the Eastern world as it 
moved southward for oil 
universal smash is right down the 
road,” Again, when Germany 
marched into the Rhineland: “The 
guns will begin going off when 
Germany carries her violations out- 
side her own territory—a step that 
her series of successes will prob- 
ably encourage her to take at no 
distant date.” 

When the crisis of 1938 was re- 
solved by Mr. Chamberlain's 
Munich “peace in our time,” a 
single hoarse shout of joy went 
up all over Canada, .In it, the 
heartbroken dissent of Dafoe was 
drowned, While the press of 
Canada ululated with praise of 
appeasement, Dafoe wrote: 
“What's the shouting for? .. . 
Austria yesterday; Czecho- 
slovakia today; what of tomorrow 
and the day after? The doc- 
trine that Germany can _inter- 
vene for racial reasons for the 
‘protection’ of Germans on such 
grounds as she thinks proper in 
any country in the world that 
she is in a position to coerce 
has now not only veen asserted 
but made good; and it has been 
approved, sanctioned, certified, 
and validated by the governments 
of Great Britain and France, who 
have undertaken in this respect 
to speak for the democracies of 
the world, This is the situation; 
and those who think it is all right 
will cheer for it.” 

More ‘subscribers quit the Free 
Press. Businessmen withdrew their 
advertising.. The town had been 
humiliated by the national sour- 
puss, who was against peace. A 
year later, with war raging, the 
statesmen of Britain were talking 
of national obligation and 
brave postwar world. Soon King, 
the isolationist, was denouncing 
isolation and demanding collective 


security, which he had helped to| 


extinguish. This spectacular back- 
tracking could be noted briefly on 
the editorial page of the Free Press, 
but it was no comfort now. 
PROPHET WITH HONOR 

That is the record. Probably it 
is a batting average as close to 100 
per cent as one is likely to find 
in the journalism of the world. 
Certainly it is good enough to lend 
weight to this man's current con- 
clusions, Let us, therefore, look 
over his shoulder as he serutinizes 
the world about him today. 

Dafoe'’s most urgent concern 
naturally is the state of the Cana- 
dian nation, notably the clash be- 
tween the English-speaking prov- 
inces and French-Canadian Quebec

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overseas war service, The 
French Canadians, fearful of fure 
thering British imperialist aims, 
have adopted an attitude that 
seriously hampers Canada’s war 
effort, Dafoe is in the thick of the 
battle. But he is not on the side 
of those who would break with 
Quebec outright, nor does he com- 
pletely condemn the French Cana- 
dians who would break with Cane 
ada. Imperialism is not the issue, 
he insists. He sees Canada, with 
the twenty-five other United Na- 
tions, engaged in a fight for her 
own freedom... Over and again he 
warns French Canadians to realize 
this, before it is too late. 

In the broaa political sphere his 
views are clear cut. The Chur- 
chill government he warmly sup- 
ports, for although its leader is a 
Tory he is also a League of Nations 
man, and a fighter. But when- 
ever old-style imperialism shows 
its head Dafoe is after it like a 
bloodhound: “The proposal which 
Sir Stafford Cripps carried to India 

. is an indictment of the negative 
attitude ... which the government 
of Great Britain had 
maintained the days of the 
British raj are plainly humbered.” 
CHAMPIONED RUSSIA 

He has vigorously championed 
Soviet Russia and China, perfectly 
aware that the democratic pattern 
can vary and still be drawn from 


the same basic principles. (‘We 
should concede that a nation has 
democracy when the people have 


a reasonable control over their own 
affairs.”) 

The impatience of Canadians at 
the U.S. attitude before Pearl Har- 
bor, Dafoe did not share. He 
quietly waited for the U.S. to come 
in, knowing it would. To a noted 
American journalist he wrote last 
August; “When history records that 
the Hitlerian conspiracy was 
smashed it will be necessary, it 
seems to me, that the record should 
also show that the Americans were 
on the job of finishing Hitler off 
in such decisive measure as to give 
them the power and moral author- 
ity to play a leading and perhaps 
the dominant part in the recon- 
struction and direction of the post. 
war period. I am now an old man 
and I had long ago given up any 
hope that I would ever see the 
fulfillment of my faith in the ulti- 
mate recognition by the United 
States of its destiny as primus inter 
pares of the liberal democratic nae 
tions. But that day seems to be 
at hand.” 

When France fell, Dafoe’s 
health had visibly declined, 
Afterward he was not at his desk 
so much, His young colleagues 
took over part of his work, and 
there were daily conferences 
about the state of “the old man.” 
The intervention of the U.S. in 
the war undoubtedly lengthened 
Dafoe's: life. His health suddenly 
returned; soon he was back at 
work in the daytime, then at 
night. The shape of the postwar 
world is one of his main pre- 
occupations, and he sees how 
easy it would be in reconstruc- 
tion to repeat the dreadful errors 
of the past. “The first problem of 
the future,” he said to me, rumpl- 
ing his mane, “is to give the 
greatest ‘possible scope for the 
smallest entities of the world, 
and yet provide some overriding 
scheme to make power available 
for human betterment.” He pon- 
dered a bit, a tired lion but un- 
beaten, seeing a new chance of 
victory, 

“How to start It? What better 
start than the League of Nations, 
with the one limitation on every 
nation that it can't shoot. At the 
point where a nation wants to start 
shooting, its power would merge 
with the overriding power which 
says it can’t shoot. That's the prin- 
ciple in a nutshell. Now you may 
say that if we set up an organiza- 
tion which simply forbids war and 
is strong enough to stop any in- 
then we are freezing the status quo, 
perpetuating injustices and creat- 
ing rigidities bound to blow up in 
time. We must, of course, have a 
judicial body to adjust such griev- 
ances, This is a laborious and slow 
method of settlement, I agree, and 
a nation with a grievance may take 
years to get it settled. But no mat- 
ter how slow such adjustments, 
they are better than war, which 
invariably makes a thousand griev- 
ances grow where one grew be- 
fore. If the world can be kept out 
of war, human nature will attend 
to individual freedom ., .” 

U.S. WORLD POWER 

In this great task of reconstruc. 
tion, he sees the U.S, at last taking 
its place as a world power. The 
signing of the Atlantic Charter and 
the Declaration of Intentions both 
in London and Washington filled 
him with hope. He commented: 
“The US, which was active in 
trade restrictions, nobly redeemed 
itself by becéming one of the leads 
ers in the movement for economie 
freedom and co-operation.” But 
past experience has taught him to 
temper hope with grave warnings 
of pitfalls, and on April 6 he wrote: 
“The upholders of the contrary 
view, that the road to prosperity 
for a nation is that of economic ex. 
clusiveness, are silent at the moe 
ment, but they are not converted 
and they will be in full cry the moe 
ment the war is over. But per 
haps this time they can be pre-e 
vented, from capturing govern 
ments and putting into effect 
policies which in due time could 
be relied upon to breed World 
War III.” 

Today Dafoe looks less like a 
Cassaniara and more like a prophet, 
The man who heard so clearly the 
first rumbles of World War I, 
when other men heard nothing, is a 
man to be taken seriously. His 
power as an editor is based, of 
course, on the prairies, that sep- 
arate region between the lakes and 
the mountains that has always been 
one of the dominant facts of Cana. 
dian politics and economies. Essene 
tially Dafoe represents the land, 
the man on the lad, the man who 
must depend on world markets for

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Care, Repair 
Of Garden Hose 
Easily Learned 


A few simple rules for storage 
and use of a hose were given by 
Robert Thompson, shop instruc- 
tor, at a recent meeting of the 
laymen’'s course in household re- 
Pairs at New York University. 

First, rol] the hose on a reel or 
hang it up on hooks between usings, 
fo that water will drain out of it 

Second, be careful not to run over 
the hose with a wheelbarrow or au- 
tomobile. 

Third, when using it, don't turn 
off the water at the nozzle, as this 
Increases pressure inside the hose 
and adds strain on the rubber. 

Fourth, never leave the hose lay- 
ing in the sun longer than necessary 
~—the actinic rays make it deterior- 
ate. 


IF DAMAGE OCCURS 


If damage occurs despite these 
precautioné the householder can 
repair a hose himself, Leaks usually 
develop around one of the fittings, 
either the nozzle end or the faucet 
end. To mend it, remove the fitting 
from the hose bibb, or threaded 
nozzle end, by bending back the 
prongs of the fitting and slipping it 
out of the hose. Trim off the dam- 
aged rugger with a sharp knife, re- 
place the fittings and bend back ‘the 
prongs. 

If a break occurs in the middle! 
section of the hose, it is necessary | 
to ent out the damaged part and 
insert a hose coupling to join the 
pieces, 

If you cannot get hose couplings 
now, you can do a temporary job 
with a pipe nipple and two pieces 
of wire

At best—if the drive finally succeeds—Hitler will be deprived 
of his transport “nerve centre” in the Ukraine, a blow that can come 
very near being the death of German hope for success in Southeast 
Russia.—John Grover.

Meat Fats With Vegetable Oils 


URTHER evidence of the fact 
that science and industry are 
co-eperating to provide essential 
foods for the Canadian family is of- 
fered in the announcement today, 
of a new type of shortening, com- 
bining Canadian meat fats with 
vegetablesoils of foreign origin. 
Several months ago—in an effort 


to conserve valuable foreign ex- 
change and relieve the strain on 
shipping facilities—the Dominion 


government imposed restrictions of 
30 per cent on imports of vegetable 
oils from abroad, Before 1939, these 
imported vegetable oils were avail- 
able within the Empire. But since 
the outbreak of war, the situation 
has been completely reversed. Now, 
with sources of vegetable oils still 
further curtailed by the spread of 
hostilities to the Pacific war zone, 
Canada’s supplies of fats essentia! 
{for energy in the diet are under 
careful scruliny by government And 
industry alike 

“We have not restricted imports 
of vegetable oils to the point where 
the housewife will suffer,’ accord- 
ing to Phyllis Gregory Turner, Fats 
and Oils Administrator for the Do- 
minion government, who thus in- 
formed press ,women in Ottawa. 
And by that statement is implied 
the whole progrem for use of 
Canada-produced meat fats to aug- 
ment the remaining supplies of 
vegetable oils in this country. 
CAREFUL SURVEYS 

Shortenings, because of their uni- 
versal household use, have been the 
subject of careful surveys by nu- 
tritionists and dietitians for some 
months past. The new blended 
shortening, which combines nutri- 
tionally more valuable meat fats 
with a percentage of vegetable oils, 


. 


is the direct result of many years of 
scientific research within the 
shortening industry. In the past six 
months, it has been tested and ap- 
proved by more than 250 teachers, 
lecturers and demonstrators in 
Canadian universities, colleges and 
civic nutrition centres. It has been 
the subject of experiments in the 
dominion department of agricul- 
ture’s test kitchens, and the results 
of these tests bear out the fact that 
the use of meat fats in shortening 
adds appreciably to their nutritional 
importance. Meat fats, by a small 


but significant percentage, have 
been found to be more easily digest- 
ed than the highly processed 


vegetable oils which have a melting 
point above that of natural meat 
fats. In addition, the shortening 
power of the new blended product 
is slightly more than that of purely 
vegetable shortening, thereby 
making it more ecOnomical in prac- 
tical use 
TO RETAIN & 
FOODS IN DIET 
Rather than producing foods 
which are definitely “ersatz” and of 
the substitute variety, science and 
industry in Canada are intent oy 
co-operation to the end that essen- 
tial food elements will be retained 
in the Canadian diet, In the words 
of Dr, Edna Guest, O.B.E., convener 
of public health for the National 
Council of Women, and head of its 
nutritional division, “The fortifica- 
tion of flour and the production of 
the new blended shortening deserve 
our serious study and consideration 
We must have meat fats in the diet 
They are necessary for actual ex- | 
istence. In the new blended shorten- 
jing we find these very desirable es- | 
sentials."

Army Has Edge 
On Beef Supply 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 
Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 
OTTAWA, May 30.—One reason 

the Canadian people are running 
short of beef at present is that the 
armed forces have the edge on 
available supplies. The army par- 
ticularly has had difficulty buying 
enough beef, and its agent need not 
observe the ceiling regulations, 

The army is able to pay higher 
prices than the ceiling permits, and 
in many cases is probably doing so. 
Most buying of food for the army, 
particularly meat. is done locally, 

In cases of short supplies, such as 
beef, the civilian population has to 
take second place to the armed 
forces. The housewife obviously 
cannot outbid the army buyer if 
she has to keep within the ceiling 
limit while the army can pay any 
sum needed to be sure it gets its 
beef.

May Close Down 
Some Industries 


VANCOUVER, May 30.—(CP)— 
Possibility that some of Canada’s 


least essential industries may be 
wholly or partially closed down to 


meet the nation’s labor shortage 
was envisioned here today by 
Elliott M. Little, director of Na-

“We may ultimately have to cre- 
ate further restricted occupations 
or restricted industries and wholly 
or partially close down some of the 
least essentia] industies,” said Mr. 
Little, who has spent the past week 
surveying the labor situation in 
British Columbia, He held a press 
conference on the eve of his return 
to Ottawa.

OTTAWA, May 30.—(CP)—The 
Dairy Products Board announced 
last night that amended regulations 
governing sale and manufacture of 
ice cream will go into effect June 1. 

After June 1, the board said, no 
persons shall manufacture, import 
into Canada, sell, offer or have in 
possession for sale: 

4-Ice cream which contains 
more than 10% per cent by weight 
or less than 9% per cent by weight 
of milk fat; 

2—Ice cream which contains less 
than 34 per cent by weight of food 
solids; 

3—Ice cream which contains less 
than 1 7-10 pounds of food solids 
per gallon of which not less than 
47-100 pounds shall be milk fat; 

4—Ice cream which weighs less 
than five pounds a gallon, 

Penalties for violating the regue 
lations carry fines, on conviction, 
ranging from $50 to $200 or im. 
prisonment from 10 days to two 
months, or both.

Older Men Are 
Sought To Be 
Scout Leaders 


The difficulty of maintaining suit- 
able leadership for Boy 
groups throughout the Dominion, 
due to the heavy enlistment of 
Scout Leaders and older scouts in 
the active service forces, was one 
of the problems reflected in the 
annual report of the Boy Scouts As- 
sociation for 1941, just issued The 
resulting drop in boy membership 
of 6 per cent was less than expect- 
ed, however, and has to a consider- 
able extent been made up since the 
October Scout census on which the 
report was based. New leaders for 
Scout troops are being sought 
among older men and for Wolf Cub 
packs among women. 

The 1941 membership consisted of 
39,552 Wolf Cubs, 41,866 Boy Scouts, 
665 Lone Scouts, 974 Sea Scouts, 
1,342 Rover Scouts, 168 Rover Sea 
Scouts and 6,996 leaders (not count- 
ing 247 Rovers registered as 
Scouters). 

By provinces membership figures 
show: Prince Edward Island, 602; 
Nova Scotia, 6,121; New Bruns- 
wick, 5,124; Quebec, 8,261; Ontario, 
38,998; Manitoba, 6,989; Saskatche- 
wan, 5,097; Alberta, 7,960; British 
Columbia; 8,392; La Federation, 
Quebec, 3,476; Life Saving Scouts, 
1,814. 

There were 2,166 Groups, which 
included 1,601 Packs, 1,965 Troops, 
135 Rover Crews, 38 Sea Scout 
Troops, 4 Sea Scout Patrols and 11 
Rover Sea Scout Crews. 

In all, 31,071 Cub Badgeg were 
passed, including 168924 Rank 
Badges and 12,147 Proficiency 
Badges. Rank Badges to the num- 
ber of 25,520 and 21,813 Proficiency 
Badges made up the Scout total of 
47,333. The Rover Badge was issued 
to 278, and the Rambler's Badge to 
8, making the Rover total 286.

Know Value Of 
Canine Help 


When lives depend on dogs, dogs 
are going to receive good care. That 
is the way the trappers, mounted 
Police, Indians, Eskimos, prospec- 
tors, fur traders and missionaries in 
Canada’s northland feel about their 
dogs. 

Everywhere north of Canada’s 
railway line dog breeders, amateur 
and professional, are at work try- 
ing to develop a strain of sled dog 
superior to the pure-bred Eskimo 
husky which is now fast disappear- 
ing 

The dogs which ply the trap trails 
in the wooded regions and the dogs 
which pull the sleds over Arctic 
icefields for missionaries and police 
are a mixed lot, in every color from 
grayish-white of the pure-bred 
husky, through blacks and browns. 
yellows and spotted varicties, tell- 
ing the story of mixture with Rus- 
sian wolf-hounds, with wolves, big 
Newfoundlanders, mongrels, collies, 
even German police dogs Each 
breeder has something else in view, 
to add speed, strength, size or bush 
ranging qualities to his sled dogs. 

At the most northern police, mis- 
sion and fur posts, hundreds of 
miles above the Arctic Circle where 
planes do not yet reach and boats 
come only once a year, the purest 
bred Eskimo dogs are found and re- 
ceive the best care, for here they 
are the main means of transporta- 
tion, Here the dogs are fed seal and 
walrus meat in winter, In summer 
they are left to shift for themselves 
They find mussels, crabs, fish 
shrimp and other seafood cast up 
on shore 

Because dogs are in such demand 
in the northland, their price is often 
as high as $250, Prices co up after 
each dog epidemic, which spreads 
right across the northland. Science 
has not yet found an answer to this 
periodic disease* which strikes at 
the most isolated posts, hits hard 
the transportation of Canada’s far 
north, where the dog is still all- 
important.
